from Tuskegee Saya First 
Months of 1915 Haa Broken the 
Record. Georgia Headi Column. 
Neiroes Lynched for Potty Of- 



New York, July IS.— Tnskegcc lit 
stitute of Alabama has compilcd i the 

records of pie number of lynching* in 
the United States during the first six 
months of this year. In a statement 
given today, Booker T. Washington, 
the bead of the Institute, shows that 
thirty-four men ware put to death by 
mob violence since January 1/ 1915 
the number being thirteen more than 
the figures for the same period last 
year. 

Twenty-four of the men lynched 
were Negroes and ten were whites. 
Eight, or one-fonrth of the total 1 
ber, took place in Georgia. Six of the 
NegToes and one white man were 
charged with assaulting women, and 
the rest of the lynchinga were on ac- 
cusations of having stolen cotton, 
hogs, meat and cows.

Charles Carroll of Carrollton, Maryland 
'Father of Religions Liberty in America' 



T_ri STORY proves, to their eternal 
■*■ *■ honor, that the Catholxa were 
the first in America to advocate the 
Freedom of all sects to worship at any 
shrine they chose to bend a knee. Of 
all the cavaliers of Maryland, none 
were more noble and none adored 
Liberty more than Charles Carroll, 
who, with his kinsman. Archbishop 
John Carroll, strove for tie hereditary 
(ighti of mankind to practice Civil 
and Religious Liberty. Carroll was 
one of the richest and most learned 
men in the Colonics and when be 
proudly affiled his name to our im- 
mortal Declaration of Independence 
he courted the confiscation of his vast 
estates. A bystander facetiously re- 
marked, as he did so, "There goes a 
few millions." He was elected to ti«' 
National Convention which adopted 
"the Constitution of the United States, 
but illness forbade his attendance. 
His cousin, though. Daniel Carroll, 
1 our National Law. which for- 
ever guarantees to Americans Civfl, 
Religious and Personal Liberty. 



Carroll's manners were easy, affable 

and 'grateful; in all the cicgancaea of 

polite society few men were bis 
superiors. His hospitality was nothing 
short of royal and he was a lifetime 
user of light wines and bark;' brews. 
He died in his oetb, year, the last 
survivor of the signers of the Decla- 
ration of I ndeperidence^nd was looked 
up.lfPj.-sth reverential regard by rich 
and poor alike. Fifty -eight yean ago

It «as a hard thing for a 
believer to be a Christian in Rome, 
for that City was infamous In its Im- 
morality. It was hard for Peter to be 
sincere where he was, and this d: Acui- 
ty primarily bad Its root In hii (oily 
In being where he ought not to here 
been. Tbe greatest pains the Cerla- 
tlan suffers are the reproofs he re- 
ceives from the world because of bis 
Inconsistencies. There Is a parallel 
delight among the people of Use world 
Ln casting up the inconsistent : t -s of 
Christians to them. Peter was true 
enoagb In tbo garden, but before tM 
servants he was aa false as a tnaa 
could be. He was brave enough in the 
garden, but before the kitchen :aaid 
he was timid.

To teach this lesson properly refer 
one* must be nude to the building of 
the temple (eh. 8), to the building of 
Solomon's palace and that for hla 
hgyptlan wlfa (eh, 7), and also to the 
renewal 0/ the ark from the "lent of 
meeting," In fcloo, to its new dwelling 
Place In the temple. The time con- 
sumed in erecting the temple (seven 
yean, I Kings 5:3S). the number of 
men employed (approximately 160,- 
000). and the skill and asgnlflceoce of 
the building (I Kings 6:7) will serve 
as an interesting introduction to the 
dedication ceremonies proper. Those 
present on this occasion are suggested 
le,. laiess .tan* ato thrbo; tos' time 
consumed was asven days O. It) and 
the condition of Solomon's heart (v. 6> 
is seen In the multitude Of bis sacri- 
fices. The tempi* marks the begin- 
ning of a new era ln Hebrew history, 
one of great outward glory, though 
It was not one of Inward strength 
as the speedy breaking up of the king- 
dom and the final captivities give evi- 
dence. Professor Beeeher seta the 
date of this sveat as being '■about the 
twelfth year of Solution's reign — say 

1011 B. C." There has probably not 
been in all time a sacred building Its 
equal for magnlflcsnce or situation. 
Read any good Bible dictionary for Its 
description. It Is a type of the Chris- 
tian, (f Cor 3:1016). 

I. Solomon's Veneration, w, 12-14 . 
Solomon's temple waa a place of sacri- 
fice but more than all It was a house 
of prayer (Matt. 31; IS) and his dedi- 
catory prayer Is - the longest prayer 

recorded In the Scriptures In It IB 
to be found no mention ot the temple 
as a place of sacrifice, yet no prayer 
is heard apart from sacrifice. Each 
article ot the temple furniture had Its 
special leaching -but the greatest teach- 
ing of all was that of Ood'e proximity 
and bis readiness to hear the petitions 
of hla servants. Solomon personally 
brought his thanka and hla petition 
before the altar whereon lay the aacrt- 
tlce (see Heb. *:11; 10:19, ID; John 
14:8), and even there he "spread forth 
hla hands" In token of supplication. 
adoration and worship. We can "come 
boldly to a throne of grace" and need 
net priest ot sacrament, for vo bus 
one who "ever iiveth to Intercede for 
us," Christ Jesns. 

II. Qod's Wort Verified, rr. 25. 16. 
Solomon repeatedly referred to the 
fact that he has fulfilled Ood'e prom- 
ise to his rather David In- bolidlng 
the temple. Ood la a covenant-keep- 
ing God. Upon- this fact Solomon 
Tolees his plea for future blessings. 
Every part of this prayer la worthy 
of careful study. Solomon's "there- 
fore" (v. It) reveals bis acceptance 
of Qod's words to David (oh. 1:1). 
This word of Jehovah la sure and 
steadfast (Jer. 33:17-26) and Solomon's 
use of Clod's promise (3 Sam. 7:12-16) 
Is an exhortation to na that we base 
our petitions upon some one at Qod's 
promisee. Praying thus we can rest 
assured that oar prayer la ln the will 
of Ood snd therefore that it will be 
heard (I John 6:14, IS).

Aa the king concluded his prayer the

"Will (such si 
Ood Indeed dwell on the eerthr He 
who created the universe? Yet this 
Ood turned this vision towards the 
temple "day and night." Solomon cov- 
eted such scrutiny for is that temple 
Ood had said: "My name shall be 
there" (v. 19) and his noma is "Love" 
(I John 1:8; see also 1 Chroo. 6;10, 
40). This prayer la roe as granted in 
him whom the temple typifies, . oar 
Lord Jesns (John .11:13. 11). The eyee 
of Qod are ever, towards him and 
reedy to answer the petition made In 
hla name There hi a great lesson for 
the Christian and for tbe Christians' 
special places ot worship, our 
churches, in this wonderful promise ot

.VII of which means just this. There is, without doubt, some 
representative from a Southern district who -personally is opposed 
to the lynching nf Negroes. Lynching is peculiar to the South. 
Down there it. is just as much a habit as voting the Democratic 
ticket. It is common enough to hear the Southerner say that the 
rights of tfee Nes™ ;,re zealously guarded and regarded. But 
upon tlie slightest provocation, he will grab his rifle, pull down his 
slouch hat and turn up his coat collar and join the mob in. burn- 
ing, ot hanging, ur riddling a poor N'egro — innocent or guilty. 

This habitual lynching business has come to a pass where the 
Federal government ought to take a hand. As we said last week, 
ft Should he made a federal offense, and that without further delay. 
As it is contrary to the boasted American spirit uf fairness and in 
direct violation of the American Constitution, it is a stab in the 
heart of tlie nation. . . - 

Here is the grand opportunity for some ermgfcssman to ren- 
der a real service to his age and immortalize his Own name. What 
though he fail of re-election! If his district spurns him, his nation 
will honor him. 

We. believe that, at hearty the nation is opposed'to lynching. 
We believe that the American people as a whole consider lynching 
"a 'civil" crirne/'aniorar sTn",' "a ""national disgrace and the work ot 
cowards. , 

All that is needed is to mold this sentiment into a concrete ex- 
pression. It would be a magnificent thing coming from a South- 
ern Congressman. But if there is none with enough moral sense 
and Gaefcb'onc. then let a Northerner introduce such a measure at 
the next session of Congress. 

Meantime, we call upon our local branches of the Business 
League and N. A. A. C. P. to get into immediate touch with their 
national organizations and urge a nation-wide agitation to make 
lynching a federal offense.

Million^ of dollars. are poiircd into the. hos- 
pitals of the, coutitr> annually for their mjintCiiance-^SX*. thw-jawiJ 
we hare, a Saturday irJ9 Sunday hospital collection each year. To 
properly maintain our hospital in its present quarters it should 
have a contribution- of $5.0» a year besides the fees. Churches, 
societies and individuals should not only strive to retain this
